. RUSSIAN AVIATOR AT MACAO. 
SUUCESSRUL FLIGHT ‘YESTERDAY. 


Yesterday at Macao, under’ perfect 
weather conditions, Mr. A.°A. Kouz- 
minsky, the Russian aviator, made. 2 
very successful flight on his, Bleriot 
monoplane. Thousands of people paid 
for admission to the grounds, whilst the 
surrounding hills wore. literally alive 
with humanity. : = 

Promptly at the appointed hour the 
avintor, after carefully testing the 
machine, and putting his military helpors 
through a short dri] in the method of 
releasing their hold on a given signal, 
mounted the machine and set the motor 
going. The brakesmen exerted their full 
strength to restrain the machine, and on 
the aviator putting up his hand let go 
their hold. After a short ground run 
the monoplane soared into the air like a 
great dragon fly.

At Shanghai last week, Mr. Calhoun, the 
Amorican Minister to Peking, was onter- 
tained at a banquet. Among the speakers 
was Dr. Wu Tung Fang, who said he could 
not help noticing the. fact. that although 
China had now become a Republic for 
nearly a year, she had not beon recognized 
by the Great Powers. It was disappoint- 
ing to the Chinese to see, considering the 
great friendship entertained. by ‘the. 
United States for them, that that nation |. 
had.not taken the formal stop of recogniz- 
ing them.. He. remembérod: when the]: ‘ 
Revolution began he had, many telegrams 
of sympathy from their eminent citizens 
and his own friends, amongst them Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie, who had said that his 


Fnation’ would be the first to recognize 


them. He knew that. many American 
people were disappointed just as well os 
they were for thoir not having taken this 
step.. Surely it was the time to do. so. 
China had become a Republic: it was an 
established fact, Why delay? He hoped 
this graceful act would be done very goon. 
He was sorry to have to touch on this 
point, buf still be could rot help alluding 
to it because he had taken a humble 
in the’ change. He concluded by calling 
for three cheers for his Excellency. 

These were given with the accompani- 
ment of a ‘‘ tiger.” 

THR FOREIGN ATTITUDE’ TO CHINA, 
‘Mr. Catyoun in reply expressed his 
appreciation of their. kindness. | Thero 
were many things that. ho might say, but 
holding the position he did, he felt the 
restrictions of official propriety, :so that 
he could not say all. thet was in hig mind. 
After reforring to the great possibilities 
of China, he mentioned that sho had 
internal complications as yell as extern- 
ed, all of which had to bégaken into mind 
in determining what the’mind of any one 
nation would be towards her. Thoy might 
wonder why certain action had not been 
taken before’ this, but all he would’ say 
upon that subject was to admonish them 
not to worry about it. Everything would 
be made all right in duc time. He was 
glad to say, and meant what he said, that 
there was’ present among the nations of 
tho earth a strong spirit for co-operation 
in helping Chinato get’on her feet; as’ 
it were, and to mako a start towards 
national prosperity. The problems with 
which they had to contend were many 
and sometimes he.thought they were moro 
sorious .than . they realized. ..Proceed- 
ing; Mr. Calhoun said that a monarchy, 
an absolute monarchy was perhaps 
the simplest form of ‘government in 
the world, because all. the. power was 
centred in-one man, He did not say it ee ;
